STUDENT KILLS 
SELF; WANTED 
TO MEET ‘MAKER’ 


Columbia, Mo., Sept. 27 (AP). 
Police groped through the dim -lit 
paths of religious mysticism today 
in an effort to reconstruct a frater­ 
nity house “bull session” th a t end­ 
ed with the death of a brilliant 
young University of Missouri stu­ 
dent who ‘‘felt a sudden urge to 
commune with my m aker.’’ 
Officers said they believed Albert 
W aters, 19-year-old orator and dra­ 
m atic student, was shot accidentally 
while he and Jack Kilpatrick, a fra­ 
ternity brother, were discussing re­ 
ligion in W aters’ room early Sun­ 
day. Both youths, friends said, were 
of a ‘’fatalistic’’ turn of mind. 
Kilpatrick, also 19, told Chief of 
Police Orville Pollock, W aters was 
lying on a bed when suddenly he 
exclaimed: 
“I feel a sudden urge to commune 
with my maker.” 
‘‘I decided to call hts bluff,” K il­ 
patrick told Pollock. 
“So I went to my room and open­ 
ed my strongbox, in which I had an 
old .38 revolver and an autom atic 
pistol which I had brought to school 
with me for use in physics experi­ 
m ents.” 
Kilpatrick said he brought the re- 
i volver to W aters’ room and W aters 
. took the revolver and placed the 
muzzle against his head. K ilpatrick 
told Chief Pollock he told W aters 
j “put the gun down. 
It m ight go 


o f f . ” 
Then, Kilpatrick said, while he 
turned his head a moment he heard 
the report of the gun and ran from 
the room shouting, “W aters shot 
himself.” 
Friends of the youths expressed 
belief W aters had intended only to 
frighten Kilpatrick and that the 
shooting was accidental.

The G reat Conewago congrega­ 
tion. one of the oldest In the coun­ 
ty, was once merged with the Upper 
Marsh Creek Presbyterian (now the 
Gettysburg Presbyterian), congrega­ 
tion and a single pastor served both 
chuches In the late eighteenth cen­ 
tury. In three years the Gettysburg 
congregation wMll observe the bi-cen­ 
tenary of Its organization.
